There were no "X" or "Y" references indicated in the international search report 
for PCT/JP2004/017700, which is a corresponding international application to the 
current application.

SPECIFICATION 

On page 1 of the Specification, after the title, please insert the sentence 
--This application is a 371 of PCT/JP2004/017700, filed 1 1/29/2004 and claims 
priority to Japanese Application No. 2003-059188, filed 03/03/2004.- 

CLAIMS 

In Claim 1 , line 7, the word "and" following the comma after the word "fiber" has 
been deleted and the words -wherein said paper has- inserted therefor. 
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In Claim 1 , the last line, the word "is" has been deleted and the word -of- 
inserted therefor. 

In Claim 4, line 3, the word "where" has been deleted and the words 
--formed by subjecting- inserted therefor. 

In Claim 4, line 4, the word -a- has been inserted before the word 
'polymer". 

In Claim 4, line 4, the words "are subjected to" have been deleted. 

In Claim 5, line 2, the words "the cross-linking structure" have been deleted and 
the word -formed- inserted therefor. 

In Claim 1 1 , line 5, a comma has been inserted following the word "group". 

In Claim 1 1 , line 6, a comma has been inserted following the second usage of 
the word "group" and before the word "are". 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the nearest 
prior art, Belding et al, fails to disclose the claimed organic fine particles or the 
concentration of cations in water used make the paper or used to disperse the organic 
particles. Other prior art, Nishida et al ('265. '797 and '970) and Tanaka et al discloses 
the organic particles, but fails to disclose the concentration of cations, excluding metal 
ions bonded to acidic group of the particles, in water used make the paper or used to 
disperse the organic particles. Data presented in the original specification (Example 6 
vs. Comparative Example 3) and the quantitative new data (Example A vs. Comparative 
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Example B) presented in the Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32, submitted 3/28/201 1 , 
demonstrate a significant decrease in saturated moisture absorption rate in paper made 
using water having a concentration of cations, excluding metal ions bonded to acidic 
group of the particles, exceeding the claimed limitation over paper made according to 
the claimed invention. In view of the data described above and the disclosures of the 
prior art, making a moisture absorptive and desorptive paper having the concentration 
of cations as claimed would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
